to wait for one of them to 
catch up. 

He said: “It was a bit wet, a 
bit windy. I just remember 
being gusted back. 

“My hands were in my 
jacket pockets and I couldn’t 
get them out quickly 
enough. I remember the 
bricks going past and I could 
feel a few bushes, and then it 


was ‘kerplunk’, on the floor.” 

Winded and with two 
punctured lungs, there was 
little he could do. 

Morgan, 18, added: “I 
couldn’t see anything, it was 
pitch black. 

“I could hear them walk¬ 
ing past and I couldn’t shout 
loud enough. 

“They walked back and 
heard me then.” 

The last thing he remem¬ 
bers before waking up in 


hospital is a firefighter’s 
calming voice. 

Jon Robinson, 42, who 
trained to be a paramedic be¬ 
fore becoming a firefighter 
in 1997, was first on to 
the tracks with colleague 
Richard Cane. 

He said: “I thought he was 
dead. I got halfway down and 
I could hear him moaning, 
so that was a good sign. 

“I knew it was really im¬ 
portant for me to keep him 


as still as possible.” 

Morgan spent two days in 
intensive care at St George’s 
Hospital, and a further four 
on a ward before going home 
to Enfield. 

On Tuesday he visited the 
New Malden crew that 
helped save him, and said 
thank-you with a gargantu¬ 
an chocolate cake. 

Dad Pat, 63, said: “We’re 
just happy to have him 
alive.”

He held several jobs after 
his work at the station, in¬ 
cluding with Unichem, and 
played table tennis with 
colleagues. 

Mrs Millard said: “He was a 
very caring man. He did a lot 
for other people. 

“He is greatly missed. 

“He was ex-service and very 
much into the British Legion. 

“He was quite a dedicated 
person to it. 

“In those days it was quite a 
small group. 

“He was there every poppy 
day for that remembrance 
service.” 

The new poppy organiser, 
Ron Griffin, said: “He really 
was one of the nice guys in 
the world. He would help any¬ 
one out who he could - a very 
generous man.” 

John Millard died in March, 
aged 77.

‘Bad-mannered binmen’ 
are caught on camera 


Kingston Council has had to 
have a word with a private 
contractor after a resident 
filmed “bad-mannered bin- 
men” who blocked a road dur¬ 
ing the morning rush hour 
and posted it on YouTube. 

The video showed binmen 
from Veolia parked in the mid¬ 
dle of Gibbon Road in 
Kingston stopping traffic from 
going through while they 
picked up rubbish from the 
street on Monday, November 
5, just after 8am. 

But resident Resheed Nakeb, 
31, who works in IT, took it 
upon himself to film the in¬ 
considerate antics of the bin- 
men who he said behaved 
aggressively and even drove 
past him closely at speed. 

He said: “This is not a one- 
off event. As a street, many of 
us are extremely unhappy and

are now considering starting a 
petition against these guys 
and how they are treating us. 

“We had enough and have 
started to film and document 
this for Kingston Council’s en¬ 
vironmental teams to witness 
first-hand what we are going 
through. 

“They call me names and 
swear at me, but I just want to 
get to work. 

“You get up early and get 
ready for work and the last 
thing you want is to be held 
back by a service that you pay 
for from your council tax. It’s 
not fair.” 

In the video, traffic can be 
heard honking at the large bin 
truck while Mr Nakeb asks: 
“Why are you always parking 


and stopping us from going to 
work?” 

The binman replies: 
“Shouldn’t you be working?” 

Mr Nakeb said: “My family 
are now petrified of them and 
are afraid of going down the 
road in the morning.” 

But a Kingston Council 
spokesman said: “This was a 
regrettable incident. We have 
spoken to Veolia, our contrac¬ 
tor, to make clear that its recy¬ 
cling crews must make every 
effort to avoid obstructing the 
road while working.” 

Paul Chapman, Veolia’s con¬ 
tract manager, said: “Having 
seen the video we accept that 
it could have been handled 
better. 

“We have spoken to the driv¬ 
er of the vehicle and warned 
him he must, wherever possi¬ 
ble, pull into empty spaces so 


residents’ cars can get past. 

“Sometimes this is difficult, 
but in this case there was 
room for the driver to have 
parked elsewhere. 

“We will do whatever we can 
to reduce obstruction here in 
future.” 

Glen Keywood, from the 
Brag Residents’ Association, 
said: “This is an interesting 
video, but I wonder if videoing 
the men was the best way of 
changing the way they oper¬ 
ate. I think people that work 
on our streets (waste, post, 
traffic wardens) play a vital 
role and we should engage 
with them, not infuriate them. 

“I don’t condone the re¬ 
sponse of the men, but they 
were only doing their job. 
Veolia should train their staff 
to respond to issues more 
appropriately.” 


Mother and children escape fire

A mother and two small 
children escaped a fire that 
gutted their New Malden 
home. 

Firefighters were called 
to Dickerage Road at about 
2.30pm on Tuesday last 
week after the blaze broke 
out in the rented semi-de¬ 
tached family house. 

Three people - a mother, 
an infant and a newborn 
baby - escaped unhurt, but 
were taken to Kingston 
Hospital as a precaution. 

Mark Feaver, white watch 
manager at New Malden 
fire station, said: “We put 
the fire out in minutes. 

“We’re not sure what 
caused the fire, we think it 
was an electrical fault. 

“There was a mother with 
an infant and a newborn 
who had left the house by 
the time we arrived. 

“They were treated by the 
London Ambulance Service 
at the scene and taken to 
hospital for precautionary 
checks. 

“The reports we’ve had 
back say they are all fine.” 

One woman, who asked 
not to be named, said: “It’s 
dreadful, but I’m just glad 
nobody was hurt.” 


Electrical engineers were 
still working to switch off 
the power to the home by 
early evening. 

The damage to the ground 
floor corridor could clearly 
be seen through the open 
front door. 

A spokesman for the Lon¬ 
don Fire Brigade confirmed 
that three people had been 
taken to hospital for sus¬ 
pected smoke inhalation. 

Mr Feaver said 70 per cent 
of the ground floor had 
been damaged by fire, 


while 100 per cent of the 
upstairs floor was damaged 
by heat and smoke. 

He said: “You can’t stress 
enough the importance of 
having a working smoke 
alarm. If anyone would like 
a smoke alarm installed in 
their home, we can fit them 
for free.”

Helpline is 
‘still failing’ 

Figures shown to GPs re¬ 
vealed NHS helpline provider 
Harmoni was still falling be¬ 
hind on its targets for helping 
patients. 

The private company, the 
subject of a Channel 4 docu¬ 
mentary earlier this year, 
called fewer than two-thirds 
of NHS 111 patients back 
within 10 minutes in August, 
against a target of 90 per cent. 

It missed its 95 per cent tar¬ 
get for transferring calls to 
clinicians by more than 20 
percentage points, the 
Kingston clinical commis¬ 
sioning group (CCG) govern¬ 
ing body was told. 

Its year-to-date transfer fig¬ 
ure stood at just 35.5 per cent. 

But a CCG governance re¬ 
port added: “The improve¬ 
ment in calls answered within 
60 seconds is being sustained 
and Harmoni’s data confirms 
there is now a consistency of 
service at weekends and 
weekdays. 

“Harmoni have a recovery 
plan which includes the re¬ 
cruitment and retention of 
clinical staff, which has been 
flagged as a national issue.” 
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A Surbiton wordsmith made it in 
to the top 20 of the annual Times 
Crossword Competition. 

Former Kingston College teach¬ 
er Tom Stubbs, 57, beat off stiff 
competition from more than 50 
other crossword geeks to make it 
to the paper’s national final, 
where he eventually came 19th 
out of 24 entrants. 

But the Surbiton Hill Park resi¬ 
dent, who came sixth in the semi¬ 
final, said he would not give up 
until he made a name for himself.

six years.” 

Mr Stubbs, who studied 
Latin at King’s College 
London, said he became 
inspired to take on cross¬ 
words after his father 
got in to the top 10 of the 
competition. 

His own enthusiasm con¬ 
tinued after he followed his 
father’s footsteps and

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entered the competition, moving 
up the rankings to come 65th in 
1988 when he was in his 30s. 

But he joked: “Progress was not 
entirely as quick as I might have 
hoped.” 

Mr Stubbs, who has been enjoy¬ 
ing crosswords for more than 
40 years, said it took him 12 min¬ 
utes on average to do a crossword 
puzzle. 

He said: “Yesterday I did one in 
five minutes and today it took me

Care staff did not call 999 
after elderly patient’s fall 


The grand-daughter of a man who 
cracked three ribs and punctured a lung 
after a fall, but was left in bed overnight, 
said staff should have called an ambu¬ 
lance immediately. 

John Jones, 93, was staying at Southbor- 
ough Nursing Home in Langley Avenue 
when he suffered a fractured arm, three 
fractured ribs and a punctured lung. 

Mr Jones’ widow Ivy said she had been 
told to call an ambulance immediately if 
her husband fell over at their home. 

Nursing staff found him on the floor 
next to his bed late on May 15 this year, 
but did not call for a doctor until 9am the 
next morning, after Mr Jones did not com¬ 
plain about being in pain. 

A GP arrived at 2.30pm, after which Mr 
Jones was taken to hospital, where he 
died of pneumonia on June 4. 

Mr Jones’ granddaughter, Tracy Deall, 
said: “To this day nobody has contacted 
my nan to offer condolences. All she got 
was a £10 bill for a haircut. 

“When I went to collect his stuff I found

it in bin bags on the floor. 

“There has been no letter of 
sympathy.” 

Kingston Hospital raised a safeguarding 
alert on May 17, saying Mr Jones had suf¬ 
fered a fall. The alert said no one saw the 
fall, and the nursing home did not call an 
ambulance at the time. 

Southborough manager Paula Gratton 
said: “Following the unfortunate 

death of Mr Jones LRH Homes followed a 
rigorous internal and external 
procedure. 

“At LRH Homes we are committed to 
providing the highest level of care at all 
times with compassion, in an open and 
transparent way.” 

The Care Quality Commission’s most 
recent inspection found the home was 
meeting all its safety criteria. 

It said it had been made aware of Mr 
Jones’ death.

Should medical help have been sought earlier? 


A safeguarding meeting in July, chaired by 
safeguarding co-ordinator Andrew Hill and 
attended by Mr Jones’ wife Ivy and Tracy 
Deall, considered why there was a delay in 
calling London Ambulance or seeking 
urgent medical advice. 

Southborough staff told the meeting Mr 


Jones did not mention he was in pain that 
night. 

Mrs Deall, from Tolworth, said: “He was 
a man who didn’t complain. 

“It was only when a doctor came 
and saw he was having trouble 
breathing.” 


The meeting could not substantiate 
whether staff should have acted earlier. 

Minutes of the meeting show that police 
found no evidence of an assault or of crim¬ 
inal neglect, but that Southborough, 
owned by LRH Homes, was told to review 
its assessment and handover procedures.

Kingston probation workers who 
went on strike last week claim 
Government plans to bring pri¬ 
vate companies into the service 
will increase violent crime and 
theft. 

More than half of the workers 
at the High Street office in 
Kingston walked out and protest¬ 
ed from noon on Tuesday, Novem¬ 
ber 5 against proposals outlined 
by Secretary of State for Justice 
Chris Grayling. 

The picket line was protesting 
against plans for the probation 
service to allow private compa¬ 
nies and charities to bid for con¬ 
tracts to supervise low and 
medium risk offenders. 

Probation workers currently 
support and rehabilitate offend¬ 
ers who have been given commu¬ 
nity orders or custodial sentences 
of more than 12 months. 

Kingston probation worker 
Terry Wilson said: “The 
Government changes will in¬ 
crease the risk of violence and 
theft to the general public. 

“The probation service will be 
fragmented. 

“Mr Grayling’s proposal has not 
been tested, piloted or developed. 
He has no criminology backing,

he appears to be creating a 
revenue stream for private 
businesses G4S and Serco.” 

The probation service in 
Kingston is for offenders in Rich¬ 
mond and Kingston. 

It is one of the 23 delivery units 
in London and supervises 654 
offenders. 

This industrial action by proba¬ 
tion workers follows recent 
strikes by teachers, firefighters 
and postal workers. 

Justice Minister Jeremy Wright 
said: “It is disappointing Napo 
has chosen to strike when we are 


making positive progress, in 
meaningful discussions with 
them and other relevant trade 
unions as we transfer to the new 
arrangements. 

“This is a strike in favour of the 
status quo, which is high re-of- 
fending rates and no support for 
50,000 short sentenced offenders 
each year who are currently re¬ 
leased without any supervision 
and go on to commit so much 
crime in our communities. 

“We have well-established con¬ 
tingency plans to deal with any 
potential action.”

Woodland cannabis 
farm plans go to pot 


Police taunted the owners of 
a hidden cannabis factory, 
where hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of 
plants were secreted away.

“Whoever 
has done it 
has built a 
shed for the 
plants.” 

Surrey Police con¬ 
firmed that more than 100 
plants, believed to be 
cannabis, were found under¬ 
neath a covering made of 


wooden fence poles and plas¬ 
tic sheeting. 

A police spokesman said: 
“The plants have now been 
removed for analysis and the 
investigation is ongoing.” 

Surrey Police later taunted 
the owners of the cannabis 
tweeting: “Are these your pot 
plants? 

“We’ve found 100 cannabis 
plants in a wood in Claygate. 
If they’re yours call us on 
101 !” 

It is not the first time a se¬ 
cret cannabis stash has been 
found in the wilds of Chess¬ 
ington. 

Officers found 50 large 
cannabis plants, ready to 
harvest, in a field near 
Chessington World of Adven¬ 
tures in Malden Rushett in 
October 2010 after a tip-off. 
No arrests were ever made.

Sentence is too short for 
former leader Osbourne 


I am astounded at the lenient 
sentence of two years im¬ 
posed on Derek Osbourne. 

He possessed images of chil¬ 
dren as young as three being 
raped or subjected to sexual 
violence. He made 50 level 5 
images (the most extreme cat¬ 
egory possible), 868 level 4 im¬ 
ages of sexual activity 
involving children, 152 revolt¬ 
ing images of bestiality, depic¬ 
tions of serious violence 
being inflicted on women and 
293 movies of children. 

Not only did he possess 
these images, described as 
“stomach churning” by the 


judge, but he also shared or 
distributed material to other 
paedophiles. 

The judge said he recog¬ 
nised in Osbourne’s favour 
that he had reached the age of 
nearly 60 without being con¬ 
victed of any offence, had for 
many years given service in 
public life and had pleaded 
guilty early. 

In what way are any of these 
factors mitigating? 

That someone not caught 
before a certain age should 
have his sentence reduced? 
(Jimmy Savile would have 
liked that argument.) That 


being in a position of power 
with responsibility for the 
welfare of children in some 
way lessens the impact of his 
activities? That someone who 
could not do other than plead 
guilty given the overwhelm¬ 
ing case against him should 
be rewarded by having a re¬ 
duction in his sentence (one 
third in this case)? 

It is because people like Os¬ 
bourne exist that young chil¬ 
dren are so cruelly and 
horribly abused and the casu¬ 
al attitude towards child sex 
and leniency of this sentence 
brings the judiciary into 


disrepute. The judge appears 
to have gone out of his way to 
provide extenuating circum¬ 
stances in favour of Osbourne 
and two years in jail 
(with time off for good be¬ 
haviour presumably) is not a 
particularly onerous deter¬ 
rent to other paedophiles, in¬ 
cluding those with whom he 
has communicated. 

It is a disgrace and I would 
urge the Crown Prosecution 
Service to appeal against the 
leniency of this sentence.

Homebrewing may sound a 
bit niche, but it is something 
that has been done for thou¬ 
sands of years both as a hobby 
and for other non-commercial 
reasons such as parties. 

Mark Russell, one of the 
Cronx brewers, says he and 
fellow brewer Simon Dale both 
started making their Cronx 
beer with a home brew kit. 

He says there are different 
methods to make a homebrew. 

Brewers can get malt extract 
kits containing a thick liquid 
made up of malt that has al¬ 
ready had its sugars extracted. 
It is mixed with water to make 
beer. 

The other method is the all¬ 
grain method, which is what 
brewers normally use, that 
Russell says gives you a lot 
more control to mould your 
beer the way you want. 

Russell says: “People use big 
cooking pots, empty beer kegs, 
all sorts of things to brew so it 
is not that difficult to get the 
equipment together. More peo¬ 
ple are turning their back on 
the mass-produced products 
that are out there.”

Jules, a familiar face from 
programmes including 
Country-file and Escape to 
the Country, said: “Water 
damage is the prime concern

maintenance. Something as 
simple as fixing a couple of 
broken roof tiles or mending 
damaged guttering could 
prevent a relatively minor 
problem from escalating into 
a major, expensive repair 
job.” 

Jules said November was 
the month to start giving your 
home an MOT. 

“That’s when drains and 
gutters could become blocked 
by autumn leaf fall and debris 
like twigs and old bird nests. 

“If any of these obstruct the 
easy flow of water away from 
a building, damp and other 
serious problems can follow. 
It’s relatively easy to check 
and clear accessible sections 
of drain and guttering 


yourself. Checking the roof 
for damaged or slipped tiles is 
another important task. Even 
a relatively small gap can let 
in damaging amounts of 
water. It’s much easier and 
cheaper to have a tile fixed 
than replace trusses rotted 
through years of neglect. 

Jules said you can check 
your roof from the inside by 
looking for chinks of daylight 
in the attic. 

Outside, you might find that 
using a pair of binoculars 
helps you get a good clear 
view of potential problem 
points. 

“Windows are another 
important area,” he said. “If 
you really want to protect 
your investment, then looking 



after your wood windows is 
vital.” 

Jules said it was a good idea 
to wash down the paintwork. 
This not only prolongs the life 
of the finish, it gives a good 
opportunity to check for 
decay. 

“Vegetation growing on or 
near a house needs 
monitoring. It’s quite easy to 
check all growth against the 
building especially trees, 
bushes and ivy. This should 
be removed, cut back or 
pruned where necessary as 
these items growing on a wall 
can cause dampness and 
structural damage.”
